TOfK. 


We  bar*  been  of  late  greatly  pottered  by 
moremeaU,  until  a  good  many  peolpe  are  worn 
out  with  them.  I  frankly  confess  that  I  have 
had  about  enough  to  do  mo  a  good  while,  but 
here  comes  a  movement  that  falls  In  admirably 
with  some  long-time  convictions  I  have  cherish¬ 
ed.  It  seems  to  me  furthermore  that  It  comes 
along  at  a  very  opportune  time.  The  movement 
comes  under  the  name  of  "Minute  Men."  I  do 
not  know  that  that  is  the  best  name.  It  does 
not  deeply  impress  me,  but  names  are  of  sec¬ 
ondary  importance.  Some  of  thwgceat  big  swel¬ 
ling  names  of  movements  appear  to  mo  to  be 
windy,  pretentious  and  lacking  in  real  signifi¬ 
cance.  This  little  name  "Mlnuto  iien"  Is  some¬ 
what  of  an  offset  to  the  superfluity  or  big  names 
which  have  been  deluging  the  land. 

The  following  resolution  will  indicate  the 
character  of  this  new  movement:  . 

"To  provide  for  amending  the  Constitution  so

For  the  past  three  or  four  years  there  has 
grown  up  an  increasing  demand  frouf  many  of 
our  largest  Baptist  churches  for  trained  men 
capable  men  to  become  educational  directors. 

At  present  there  are  more  than  sixty  churches 
in  a  doxen  different  states  that  have  such  men. 
or  are  looking  for  them,  and  the  number  Is  in¬ 
creasing  rapidly,  far  beyond  the  available  supply. 

Briefly  stated,  the  work  of  the  educational  direc¬ 
tor  Includes  the  training  of  the  Sunday  school 
and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  leaders,  and  the  general  over- 
*.  sight  of  activities  of  these  two  organisations.  It 
Is  the  work  of  the  8unday  school  superintendent 
and  more.  He  is  employed  by  the  church  and  his 
work  is  co-ordinate  with  that  of  the  pastor. 

There  Is  a  rapidly  increasing  demand  for  men 
to  do  the  same  sort  of  work  throughout  a  dis¬ 
trict  association.  In  this  case  one  goes  from 
church  to  church  teaching  the  teachers  and 
leaders,  assisting  in  organizing  and  grading' 

Sunday  Schools.  B.  Y.  P.  D.'s  and  helping  to 
secure  adequate  buildings  and  equipment.  In  one 
state  alone  an  effort  has  been  made  to  seciure 
thirty  such  men.  Here  one  has  a  relation  to 
the  educational  life  of  the  churches  similar  to  the 
county  superintendent's  relation  to  the  public 
schools.  There  Is  no  more  Important  work  in  the 
denomination. 

In  a  number  of  cases  women  are  being  sought 
for  similar  work  in  local  churches  and  in  asso¬ 
ciations  and  also  in  state  work.  For  the  roost 
part  their ^ask  is  {hat  of  the  general  supervision 
of  the  elementary  departments  of  the  Sunday 
School,  the  Sunbeams,  the  Cradle  Roll  and  Home 
Departments,  and  In  some  cases  the  W.  m.  1 U. 

The  demand  here  will  undoubtedly  increase  as 
the  work  of  the  women  differentiates  itself  frbm 
the  Indefinite  position  of  pastor's  assistant  ahd 
becomes  a  more  definite  task,  and  it  is  moving 
In  that  direction.

It  la  thoroughly  simple,  easy  to  be  understood, 
and  bless  goodness,  it  does  not  propose  to  run 
th^churches  nor  have  the  churches  run  It.  As 
this  writer  understands  things,  it  is  not  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  churches  to  run  everything.  It  is 
the  business  of  the  churches  to  preach  the  gos¬ 
pel.  follow  the  teaching  of  Jesus  Christ,  develop 
Christian  men  and  women,  help  the  poor,  and 
such  like.  If  the  churches  will  do  this  great 
work,  they  will  develop  citlsens  who.  in  their 
capsclty  as  cltixens,  will  take  care  of  the  country 
Personally,  I  cannot  be  counted  on  to  help  any 
general  movement,  that  is  trying  to  manage  the 
churehes,  and  I  do  not  Intend  that  my  church, 
as  such  shall  ever  try  to  run  politics  and  every¬ 
thing  else.  '  j  |  .1 

In  the  divine  order  of  things,  families  have 
their  work,  churches  have  their  work,  the  state 
has  Ita  work:  and  it  is  not  the  business  of  the 
state  to  tgke  care  of  churches  anymore  than  to 
protect  everybody  in  the  free  exercise  of  religion 
and  it  is  not  the  business  of  churches  to  become 
political'  dobs. 

Another  thing  I  like  about  this,  is  not  section¬ 
al.  I  am  certain  that  it  is  more  needed  in  the 
North  that  it  is  in  theJSoutb.  but  It  is  s  good 
amendment  for  the  whole  country,  and  we  can 
alt  be  for  it  on  a  broad,  generous  citizenship 
platform.  Moreover, I  am  fully  persuaded  that 
when  the  movement  gets  under  way,  it  will  be 
many  times  easier  to  pass  this  Amendment  than 
it  was  to  pass  the  Prohibition  Amendment. 

I  close  by  saying  that  I  do  not  believe  any 
religion  I*  worthy  of  respect  that  cannot  stand 
on  it*  own  legs  and  suppor^  itself.  I  am  not 
greatly  enamored  of  movements  to  get  money 
from  all  sorts  of  wordly  people  who  believe  to 
carry  on  rpllgious  enterprises.  The  rule  is  that 
the  people  who  believe  and  profess  a  'religion 
should  believe  in  It  enough  to  take  care  of  Its 
Interest*.

Ths  Verdun  for  the  Baptists  of  the  South  to 
take  and  hold  la  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  the 
Metropolis  of  the  South  and  the  second  port  of 
our  country.  The  program  that  will  enable 
Southern  Baptists  to  speedily  take  and  held  this 
great  city  must  be  the  following:  First,  Pastors 
of  the  present  churches  must  be  Doctrinal  and 
Evangelistic  preachers.  Second,  the  present 
churches  must  be  adequately  equipped  with 
buildings  and  other  accessories.  Third,  new 
churehes  and  Missions  must  be  established  in 
reach  of  every  child  in  the  oity.  Fourth,  the 
Baptist  Bible  Institute,  which  has  elready  been 
esabiished.  Fifth,  the  establishment  of  a  Mil¬ 
itate  Dollar  Baptist  Hospital. 

The  present  Pastors  of  the  seven  church**  U. 
•New  Orleans,  are  sound  in  Doctrine  and  Evan¬ 
gelistic  la  preaching.  And  the  present  Pastors 
and  those  who  will  follow  them,  will  have  to 
preach  the  distinctive  Doctrine*  of  the  Baptist* 
without  any  reservation.  And  the  Evangelistic 
note  must  ring  out  in  all  their  preaching.  Too 
much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  on  Evangelism 
in  that  great  city  of  religions  formalism 
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Then  the  churches,  which  we  have  there,  must 
be  adequately  equipped  with  bnlidings  end  other 
accessories  needed  for  the  work  confronting 
them.  The  stately  building*  of  the  formalistic 
churches  must  be  matched  with  commanding  re¬ 
ligious  workshops  for  the  Baptist  cense  here. 
And  all  the  future  buildings  must  be  la  keeping 
with  the  community  in  which  they  shall  be  lo¬ 
cated:  This  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  pro¬ 
sperity  of  the  cause. 

We  must  also  establish  New  Missions  and  or¬ 
ganise  these  Missions  into  new  churches  as  rapid¬ 
ly  as  possible.  There  most  be  established  a 
Baptist  interest  in  rseeh  of  every  child  in  the 
city  just  as  fast  as  possible,  and  the  faster  the 
better.  The  denomination  which  rtligiously 
teaches  and  trains  the  children  of  today  will 
have  the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow  in  their 
churches.  We  must  do  onr  best  to  get  the 
children  of  today  into  onr  Baptist  Sunday 
Schools  there. 

We  all  recognixe  that  the  establishment  of  the 
Baptiat  Bible  Institute  foretold  a  new  Baptist 
Day  in  New  Orleans.  The  fact  that  every  stu- 
den  in  the  Institute  is  required  to  do  a  certain 
amount  of  religious  work  in  the  city  while  pur- 
seeing  his  studies  in  the  Institute,  makes  the 
school  a  great  asset  to  our  Baptist  cause  in  the 
city.  We  have  already  seen  some  of  the  reeulls 
oi  the  labors  of  the  students  there.  What  it  wll 
do  in  the  future,  the  Lord  only.can  tell.  I  pre¬ 
dict  that  In  the  fifth  year  of  its  history,  it  will 
enroll  at  least  five  hundred  students.  That  will 
mean  five  hundred  new  workers  in  New  Orleans. 

The  last,  but  not  the  least  means  of  speedily 
making  New  Orleans's  Bapist  City,  is  a  Million 
Dollar  Baptist  Hospital.  There  la  a  crying  need 
for  another  Hospital  in  that  city  now.  If  the 
Baptist  will  enter  the  field  immediately,  they 
will  preempt  it  before  another  denomination  shall 
enter  it.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  will 
do  and  render  one  of  their  greatest  services,  if 
they  will  turn  over  to  the  Home  Mission  Board 
one  Million  Dollars  of  the  surplus  over  theSev- 
only-fire  Million,  and  instruct  the  Board  to  begin 
immediately  the  establishment  of  this  Hospital. 
This  will  be  one  of  the  greatest  assets  to  our 
cause  in  that  great  city.  This  Hospital  should 
be  distinctly  Baptist  without  any  entangling  al¬ 
liances.  I  plead  with  my  brethesn  of  the  South 
to  take  this  step  at  ths  Victory  Convention  In 
Washington.  If  established  now  it  will,  be  self- 
supporting  from  the  first.

"All  things  work  together  for  good  to  them  that 
love  God.  We  are  more  accustomed  to  put  the 
emphasis  on  the  first  part  of  this  sentence,"  "All 
things  work  together  for  good."  But  these  words 
are  worthless  and  meaningless  without  tbs 
others.  "To  them  that  love  God."  All  things 
do  In  deed  work  together.  This  U  Indeed  a  uni¬ 
verse.  where  there  Is  one  purpose  and  one  con¬ 
trolling  will.  But  it  is  only  for  them  that  love 
God  that  their  working  together  brings  good. 
Poised  in  the  center  of  all  active  agents,  pavil¬ 
ioned  in  the  presence  of  Ood,  circled  with  his 
Infinite  love  Is  the  man  or  wotdan  that  loves 
Him.  Not  only  shall  no  harm  befall  him  and  no 
plague  come  nigh  bis  dwelling,  but  all  possible 
blessings:  all  things  co-operate  for  his  good. 

He  sits  as  king  and  beneficiary  of  all  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  creation.  To  him  they  are  all  benev¬ 
olent.

Mind  you  this  is  not  an  arbitrary 
bestowal  of  hlg  place  or  honor  on  special  favor¬ 
ites;  it  is  not  to  those  whom  God  loves,  but  to 
them  that  love  him.  Ood  loves  everybody;  he 
does  not  desire  the  death  of  any,  bat  that  all 
should  live.  Bat  the  attitude  of  the  man  deter¬ 
mines  his  destiny  and  his  place;  the  attitade  to¬ 
ward  Ood.  There  are  some  things  that  are  possi¬ 
ble  only  for  those  who  love  God.  A  man  may 
make  every  sacrifice  to  educate  his  children,  but 
It  will  all  come  to  naught  unless  bis  children  de¬ 
sire  an  education.  You  may  fill  a.  barrel  with 
meal  but  you  can't  in  the  same  way  fill  a  boy's 
head  with  knowledge.  He  must  consent  to  take  it 
In,  God  deals  with  us  upon  the  high  plane  of 
personal  freedom.  There  are  certain  of  the  high¬ 
est  blessings  which  are  possible  only  to  those 
who  love  Ood.  whose  attitude  toward  him  is 
that  of  personal  friendship  and  tender  devotion. 
The  mind  and  heart  and  soul  and  strength  over¬ 
flow  in  the  outgoing  of  affection  for  him.  There 
is  a  responce  to  his  love  and  a  young  abandon 
of  ourselves  to  him. 

The  specific  promise  here  made  to  those  who 
love  him  is  "the  crown  of  life.’’  Don't  stop 
short  and  talk  about  "a  crown”  or  your  crown. 
There  are  no  pasteboard  raps  with  gilt  paper 
on  them  In  heaven  to  signalise  the  preeminence 
of  certain  Individuals.  There  Is  no  toploftlca! 
pretentiousness  In  the  kingdom  of  God.  His  re¬ 
wards  are  not  of  this  kind.  What  he  promises  is 
"the  crown  of  life."  This  is  the  reward  of  them 
that  love  him  to  be  alive  from  finger-tip  to  fin¬ 
ger-tip  from  the  inmost  soul,  from  the  deepest 
spirit,  throughout.  It  is  to  be  awakened  In  the 
whole  circuit  of  your  being  and  developed  to  the 
loftiest  reach  of  mind  and  heart  and  soul.  It  is -to 
be  alive  when  once  your  teal  had  grown  torpid 
or  when  your  energy  had  slept  or  your  spirit 
had  lain  asleep.  It  is  to  be  awake  to  Ood,  to  his 
presence,  to  his  will,  to  hts  love,  to  his  com¬ 
mands,  to  his  work.  To  reach  this  In  Ita  maturity 
and  perfection  Is  the  crown  of  life.  And  thle# 
comes  only  to  those  who  love  him;  not  as  an 
arbitrary  bestowal  of  reward,  not  simply  In  ful¬ 
fillment  of  a  promise,  not  as  a  mark  of  favor¬ 
itism  ;  but  because  to  love  him  supremely  Is  to 
make  all  this  possible,  to  produce  it  tn  us. 


YK  SHALL  BK  AS  OOD 


We  put  aside  the  reading,  "Ye  shall  be  as 
gods,"  in  preference  for  the  way  U  is  written 
above  because  the  devil  knew  there  Is  only  one 
God  and  had  no  thought  of  there  being  many  The 
woman  to  whom  he  was  speaking  bad  nevsr 
heard  the  mention  of  other  gods.  The  word  is 
plural  in  Hebrew  to  be  sure  as  it  commonly  Is  In 
sp«aking  of  God,  simply  because  It  was  an  effort 
to  indicate  his  majesty,  as  comprehending  in  him 
self  all  the  attributes  which  can  be  ascribed  te 
deity. 

Satan  said  to  Eve  "Ye  shall  be  as  Ood,  for 
God  doth  know  that  In  the  day  ye  eat  thereof  ye 
shall  boas  Ood.  knowing  good  Trad  evil;  your 
eyea  shall  be  opened."  It  is  a  way  Satan  baa  of 
mixing  up  truth  and  falsehood  in  such  a  way 
as  to  be  most  successful  in  misleading. 

It  was  a  worthy  ambition  to  “be  as  God.”  That  * 
is  exactly  what  Ood  wanted.  Instead  of  God's 
trying  to  keep  mad*  from  attaining  this  by  for¬ 
bidding  bis  eating  the  tree  in  the  midst  of  the 
garden,  it  was  the  original  purpose  of  God  that 
man  should  be  like  him.  He  had  said,  "Let  us 
make  man  in  our  own  Image,"  and  he  made 
him  so,  endowing  him  with  gifts  and  preroga¬ 
tives  unlike  any  other  of  his  creatures.  This  was 
God's  purpose;  and  it  was  the  desire  of  Satan 
to  forestall  ft.  But  this  was  the  argument  he 
used  In  tempting  Eve.  He  would  have  her  be¬ 
lieve  that  God  was  trying  to  keep  ter  from  her 
rightful  place,  and  that  the  devil  himself  was 
her  true  friend  and  stood  ready  to  assist  her  In 
securing  what  belonged  to  her.  It  is  adways  the 
devil's  tactics  to  get  between  us  and  God,  to 
make  us  believe  that  he  Is  a  better  friend  to  us 
than  Ood  is,  that  Indeed  Ood  cannot  be  a  friend 


to  us  at  all  since  he  is  seeking  to  prevent  our 

attaining  our  "legitimate  aspirations." 

What  God  has  purposed  in  eternity  he  has 
planted  in  us  aa-  an  ambition.  What  he  has 
promise  to  us,  he  is  working  in  us.  He  meant 
that  we  should  have  it  as  our  ambition  to  be  as 
God,  to  widen  the  sphere  of  our  life,  to  enlarge 
the  world  of  our  knowledge,  to  develop  the  scope 
of  our  activity  and  enlarge,  the  realm  of  our 
dominion.  But  he  never  meant  that  we  should 
attained  It  by  adopting  the  devil’s  method  or 
submitting  to  the  devil's  tuition.  The  devil’s 
short  cuts  are  always  crooked,  contradictory  as 
that  may  seem,  and  they  never  end  in  the  right 
place.  It  was  his  plan  to  awaken  ambition  and 
turn  It  into  forbidden  paths. 

God's  method  ‘may  seem  long  and  hard,  but 
it  Is  the  only  sure  way  to  arrive.  A  boy  or  a  girl 
may  graduate  from  school  by  "Jacking"  his  way 
through,  but  he  hasn't  gotten  what  he  went 
there  for;  He  cheated  himself,  robbed  himself 
not  only  of  an  education,  but  of  his  honesty.  The 
making  of  men  and  women  is  a  long,  slow  pro¬ 
cess.  It  can't  be  done  in  a  year,  we  cannot  be¬ 
come  as  God  by  taking  a  bite  or  two  from  the 
tree  God  was  not  in  a  hurry  when  he  made  the 
world.  A  long  time  was  consumed  in  spreading 
out  the  alluvial  plains,  and  storing  the  moun¬ 
tains  with  coal,  and  it  will  take  a  long  time  to 
make  a  man.  A  lasy  boy  in  school  said  he  didn’t 
know  why  people  were  not  born  educated.  That  Is 
a  contradiction  and  an  impossibility.  You  may 
stuff  a  sausage,  but  you  don’t  make  men  that 
way.  Don't  let  the  devil  trick  you.  If  you  wish 
to  be  as  God  you  will  have  to  have  Ood  for  a 
teacher  and  adopt  his  method  and  plan. 


When  interdenominational  movements  agree 
to  the  elimination  of  all  teaching  and  terms  that 
seperate  one  demoninatlon  from  another,  they 
open  the  way  inevltaby  ttf  the  elimination  of 
every  thing  that  ta  distinctively  Christian,  that 
which  separates  from  all  fqlse  religions  and  false 
teachings.  Whenever  you  cut  out  any  of  the 
teachings  of  Christ,  you  make  it  legitimate  to 
cut  out  all  that  any  man  or  sect  or  age  may  not 
like.  God's  word  cannot  be  broken,  no  pieces 
chipped  off,  no  compromises  made,  no  accomo¬ 
dations  to  sin  or  personal  preferences  or  pre¬ 
judices.  One  Jot  or  one  title  shall  la  no  wine 
pass  away.

We  wonder  Jf  we  make  enough  of  this  great 
scriptural  teaching  that  God  does  hear  and  an¬ 
swer  prayer,  and  that  healing  may  come  In  this 
way.  Many  of  us  hkve  had  experience  in  our 
own  lives  that  enables  us  to  testify  to  God's  heal¬ 
ing  power  after  all  human  agencies  bad  ex¬ 
hausted  themselves — Baptist  Standard. 


In  our  great  campaign  emphasis  was  put  upon 
intercession  and  the  people  were  everywhere 
called  to  prayer.

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  already  lost 
more  than  12,500  on  Liberty  Bonds  since  the 
Campaign  pledges  began  to  come  In.  At  this 
rate  the  Board  will  lose  120,000  before  the  Cam¬ 
paign  closes.  Is  there  any  way  to  save  this 
money  and  put  it  on  the  field  where  it  can  help 
as vo  the  lost? 

The  loss  has  bfeen  sustained  in  two  ways 
Flist.  We  have  been  compelled  to  sell  the  bonds 
at  the  prevailing  market  price.  This  is  neces¬ 
sitating  a  loss  on  an  average  of  something  like 
ten  dollars  on  every  hundred  dollar  bond.  But 
the  loss  is  increased  by  the  custom  of  some  of 
ouur  brethern  to  cutt  off  their  coupons  before 
*  sending  the  bonds  in  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  Surely,  this  last  loss  is  not  necessary 
and  Is  caused  by  a  little  lack  of  thought.  Cer¬ 
tainly  the  atnount  of  the  coupon  can  be  saved 
to  the  Board.  ' 

Virginia  is  pursuing  a  course  which,  we  be¬ 
lieve,  no  other  state  is  pursuing  and  which  is 
worthy  of  consideration.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Association  of  Virginia  does  not  credit 
the  bonds  to  the  churches  from  which  they  are 
sent  in  until  be  has  sold  them  and  then  credits 
the  church  with  the  amount  of  the  sale  only. 
This,  of  course,  saves  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
all  loss  in  handling  these  bonds.  We  do  not 
know  whether  such  a  course  is  possible  for  other 
states.  It  is  stated  here  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  can  benefit  by  it.  / 

W herever  the  friends  orour  cause  can  do» so, 
let  them  my  all  means  hold  their  liberty  bonds 
and  pay  their  pledges  In  cash.  The  litwrty  bon^e 
will  yield  good  interest  and  they  are  backed  by 
good  security.  The  Board  is  compelled  to  have 
cash  for  its  work.  Nobody  Impairs  his  fortune 
by  holding  them.  Every  dollar  of  the  amount 
assigned  to  Foreign  Mlsslffns  Is  too  greatly 
needed  for  the  Board  to  sustain  this  loss  If  It 
can  be  avoided.

Sin  Is  one  of  the  most  stupendous  facts  In  all 
the  universe  of  God  and  is  coextensive  and  prac¬ 
tically  coexistent  with  man,  So  thoroughly  haa 
sin  diffused  itself  that  Its  presence  It  manifest 
everywhere.  It  has  Invaded  every  country,  pol¬ 
luted  all  colors,  tainted  every  race  and  con¬ 
taminated  each  individual.  No  period  of  time, 
nc  nation,  no  condition,  no  sect,  no  age  has  es¬ 
caped  this  affection.  So  thoroughly  has  stn  dif¬ 
fused  itself  that  every  human  who  ever  lived,  now 
Uvea  and  who  will  ever  live  la  all  tha  earth  has 
been  effected  by  it.  We  put  our  finger  upon  one 
age  an*  call  it  tha  Stone  age,  the  Iron  age  and  so 
on;  we  put  our  finger  here  and  name  thla  tbs 
Dark  Ages  and  this  the  Age  of  Letters;  we  look 
here  agd  denominate  thla  the  Age  of  Tradition 
and  this  the  Age  of  History,  but  the  age  of  8in 
runs  perhaps  from  before  the  first  day  of  a  fin¬ 
ished  creation  until  the  day  of  doom  for  all 
created  things.  When  there  were,  so  far  as 
the  record  reveals,  but  four  people  in  all  the 
world  each  was  a  sinner,  when  teaming  millions 
peopled  the  globe  each  of  theee  was  a  sinner. 
No  nation  has  escaped  the  pollution  of  Sin.  It 
Is  needless  to  go  back  to  the  age  of  Troglodyte 
or  even  the  period  when  a  luxury  loving  people 
lived  la  tbe  valley  of  tbe  Euphrates  and  along 
the  hanks  of  the  Ttgls  to  be  convinced  of  the 
contamination  of  all  nations  by  stn.  Wa  need 
go  no  further  back  than  the  days  of  Greece  and 
Rome,  tbe  most  learned  and  cultivated  nations  in 
all  the  world.  Solon,  the  greatest  sage  and  fore¬ 
most  law  giver  of  tbs  most  cultured  nation  then 
In  tbe  world  gave  permlaaton  to  parents  to  kill 
all  uaderslreable  children,  while  Arlstot'o 
thought  It  should  be  encouraged  by  the  Magis¬ 
trates.  And  Pinto  favored  the  same  Inhuman 
Idea.  Oteero  and  Seneca  tbe  most  learned  and 
polished  men  of  the  foremost  nation  of  the 
world  advocated  salclda.  Brutus  and  Cassius 
both  defended  It  And  each  practiced  what  ha 
preachad,  for  each  died  by  hta  owa  hand.  So 
steeped  In  stn  had  thla  wonderful  Roman  Nation 
become  that  human  life  scarcely  had  a  value  and 
suffertsg  made  ao  impresefcxr  ipon  their  ley 


hearts.  One  of  their  chief  amusements  was  the 
death  throes  of  a  fallow  creature  as  he  struggled 
in  the  bloody  arena  while  tbe  cries  of  a  human 
being  thrown  to  a  wild  beast  bronght  forth 
frenzied  applause  and  spurting  blood  elicited 
screams  of  delight.,-  Marriage  was  no  longer 
sacred  and  came  near  falling  Into  disuse  while 
divorce  actually  became  a  fad.  A  society  woman 
then  took  as  keen  delight  in  telling  of  tbe  num¬ 
ber  of  husbands  she  had  had  during  the  last 
season  a a  a  modern  woman  does  in  boasting  of 
the  price  of  her  furs  or  the  daring  shortness  of 
her  skirts.  Decrepit  slaves  and  other  depend¬ 
ents  were  thrown  Into  the  ponds  to  feed  the 
fish;  dens  of  vice  and  pollution  confronted  one 
at  every  turn  while  literature  was  so  vile  and 
vulgar  as  to  be  unreadable.  A  description  of 
the  condition  of  tbs  Roman  people  two  thous¬ 
and  years  ago  would  be  unprintable  to-day.  Tbe 
Bible  fortunately  has  preserved  some  account  of 
conditions  them,  Read  tbe  first  chapter  of 
Paul's  letter  to  tie  Romans  and  you  can  learn 
something  of  tbe  disgusting  conditions  which 
then  obtained.  That  account  of  Paul's  could 
not  now  be  printed  and  circulated.  This1,  under¬ 
stand  was  the  foremost  nation  of  earth  In  cul¬ 
ture.  wealth,  philosophy,  oratory  statecraft, 
government,-  military  strategy  and  tactics.  If 
all  this  must  be  said  of  the  foremost  nation  then 
in  the  world,  what  must  have  been  the  condition 
of  thoae  degraded  creatures  who  had  descended 
to  auch  depths  of  degradation  and  utter  aband¬ 
onment  aa  to  feed  upon  the  festering  bodies  ol 
unfortunate  victims  slain  in  battle  and  where  a 
Kiag  could  be  bought  for  the  price  of  a  rusty 
buaket  end's  Queen  for  the  price  of  a  pig?

CAPTAIN  KIT  DALTON 

Captain  Kit  Dalton  ts  dead.  The 
last  surviving  member  o(  tbs  Jests 
James  gang  has  gone  to  be  with 
Jeeua  I  feel  exceedingly  thankful  that 
1  can  make  this  ststement.

1  came  In  touch  with  this  unique 
character,  through  the  Noon  Prayer 
Meeting  In  which  be  has  shown  a 
deep  Interest  for  a  year,  or  two.  He 
was  baptised  into  the  fellowship  of 
Central  £hurch  over  a  year  ago. 

Last  Saturday  I  received.^  phone 
message  to  come  at  once,  that  Cap¬ 
tain  DaUon  was  dying.  I  found  the 
old  ex-bandit  In  a  dying  condition. 

It  had  been  my  custom  to  drop  In 
on  him  on  my  wey  to  town,  sing  a 
verse  of  some  song,  and  have  e  word 
of  prayer.  When  i  reaohed  his  bed¬ 
side  Saturday,  I  took  bis  band  in 
mine,  and  sang  a  verse  which  was 
always  very  dear  to  Mid. 

“Let  not  yonr  heart  he  troubled. 

His  tender  wont  1  hear, 

While  leaning  on  His  goodness. 

I  loose  u>y  doubt  and  fear. 

Though  on  the  way  before  me. 

But  one  step  I  can  see 
His  eye  is  on  the  sparrow. 

And  I  knew  he  watches  me. 

When  I  was  partly  through  the 
verse,  he  seemed  to  arouse  a  little, 
and  took  at  me.  His  wife  said:  “He 
knows  you.  he  knows  you!" 

In  1872  the  Sam  Bass  gang,  of 
which  Kit  Dalton  was  a  member,  un¬ 
dertook  to  rob  a  bank  at  Round  Rock, 
someone  tipped  them  off  to  the  Texas 
Rangers,  and  every  one  of  the  gang 
was  killed  except  Kit. 

More  than  40  years  later,  Mr.  C. 
S.  Richmond  who  was  one  of  the 
Rangers,  heard  that  Kit  had  written 
a  history  of  his  life.  Ha  secured  one 
of  the  books,  and  found  out  that 
Captain  Dalton  was  living  In  Mem¬ 
phis.  When  he  came  here  to  see  him. 
Kit  brought  him  to  the  Noon  Prayer 
Meeting,  and  on  that  never-to-be-for¬ 
gotten  day,  these  two  men,  now  unit¬ 
ed  in  Jesus  stood  on  the  platform 
together,  and  made  talks.  Kit  magni¬ 
fying  the  Lord  for  bringing  him 
through  so  many  perils,  and  express¬ 
ing  a  desire  to  spend  the  remainder 
of  his  life  In  the  service  of  Christ. 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr. 
Richmond  said,  that  at  that  hot  little 
bottle  at  Round  Rock,  he  had  one 
more  round  of  ammunition  left  in  hti 
rtfls  after  all  the  gang  had  beea  kill¬ 
ed  or  wounded  to  death  except  Kit. 
$nd  he  was  about  to  aim  at  him.  when 
he  saw  him  stop.  Jump  rrom  his  horse 
end  picking  up  a  wounded  comrade 
placed  him  before  him  on  his  horss 
and  gallop  off. 

He  said  when  he  saw  this  he  did 
not  have  the  heart  to  firm  and  that 
was  what  saved  Captain  Dalton's  life 
that  time. 

It  wee  by  Captain  Dalton’s-  request 
that  the  funeral  services  were  con¬ 
ducted  from  the  old  Noon  Prayer 
Meeting  room.  A  number  of  the  Con¬ 
federates  la  uniform,  formed  a  guard 
of  honor  and  accompanied  his  re¬ 
mains  to  Rim  wood.
